THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL IN 
} DANGER. 


Phe Figurés Cut Down Very Low-The Probable Na- 
tional Keitread Commissioners The Late War- 
like Speeches Toe Negro 4Matthews 
Again Rejected-Other News, Et?. 


WASHINGTON, January 2(.—[Specia!l.|—The 
river and harbor bill endured severe tribula- 
tion in the house today. A more determined 
effort to defeat this appropriation has never 
been made.- On a square vote it was known 
#hat a Jarge majority of the house was if favor 
of the bill, but its opponents, led by Mr. Hep- 
burn, of Icwa, resorted to filibustering tactics 
io dleteat it. They succeeded in worrying the 
committtee considerably, but were finally 
sguelched. The previous question has been 
ordered. and the bill will pass the house to- 
morrow. it is the smallest river and harbor 
appropriation for years—being only seven mil- 
lions and «a half. It will be difficnit to increase 
this amount, for almost any amount which the 
senate might put on, would meet with mach 
oppositic n ill the house. 

THE LOOSE TALK

ix-Governor Smith arrived here tonight. 
Edward Baxter, dean of Vanderbilt university, 
and general attorney for the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad, will appear before Attorney 
General Garland tomorrow and argue the coa- 
stitutionality of the bill.

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THE RETALIATION BILL. 


The House Refers it to the Committee With 
Power to Report at Any Time. 

WASHINGTON, January 26.—In the honse, 
the speaker laid before the house a letter from 
the secretary of the treasury submitting the 
estimates of the secretary of the interior of an 
appropriation to meet the expenditures required 
by the Mexican pension bills. Referred. 

The secretary of the interior estimates that 
4,065,104 will be required for the first yearly 
payment of pensions and asks for an appropria- 
tion of $257,000 for an increased clerical force. 

The senate fisheries bill having been laid be- 
fore the house on motion of Mr.

anv time. 

The granting of leave to report at any time 
required unnanimous consent, but there was 
apparently no disposition on the part of any 
member to make an objection, as it has been 
frequently held that the right to report at any 
time carries with it the right of immediate con- 
sideration. The bill will have the right of 
way in the house as Soon as it has been passed 
upon by the committee.

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WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


Interstate Bill in the Hands of the 


President---Other Matters. 
WASHINGTON, January 26.—The president 
received the interstate commerce bill last eve- 
ning and bas referred it to the attorney gen- 
It is not likely that the 


number of applications have already been fe- 


ceived for appointment ou the commission pro- 


vided for in the bill, but the president has not 
yet given that particular subject serious atten- 
thon. 

So far asregards merely the number ofappro- 
priation bills passed at this period of the short 
this work of this com 
gress is below the average for the past tem 
years. Of foutteen regular annual appropriation 
bills. including the river and harbor bill, bat 
five have been passed in the house and twoin 
the senate up to this date, while four bills 
the house committees, li the 
shcrt session of the preceding congress at a 
corresponding date, seven bills had been passed 
by the house and one by the senate, while the 
inth cengress at its short session, before the 
end of January, had passed ten appropriation 
bills in the heuse and six in the senate. 

The tariff and revenue bill prepared by Mr. 
Randall and his friends has been printed and 
the date of its presentation in the house will 
be fixed at a meeting tomorrow night. Itis 
entitled “A bill to reduee and equalize the 
duties on itmports, to reduce internal revenve 
taxes, and to modify the laws in relation to 
the collection of revenue,’’ and it will be a sub- 
stitute for house bill 9702 introdaced by Mry 
Randall last session. Thé provisions of the 
bill have already been substantially describeds 
Copies were furnished Sto Speaker Carlisig 
and Mr. Morrison, apd tothe speaker if wae 
represented that it was a measure for which 
perfection was not ciaimed, but which would 
secure the support of a majority of the house. 
The speaker did not express himself upon the 
merits of the bil), but asked to be allowed am 
opportonity to examine it. Mr. Morrison said 
this afternoon that he saw no necessity for the 
bill. It was simply the original Randall bill 
with slight modifications. The object sought 
to be attained seemcd to be free tobacco. He 
added that the Randal! bill now on the calem

on ways and means, had been.there for s@ 
months, and he had little doubt might eve this

The secretary of the treasury today appointed 
Jesse B. Abrahams. of Virginia, to be deputy 
comptroller of the currency, vice Snyder. re- 
signed. 

Chairman Belmont, of the house committee 
cn foreign affairs, says that the fishery bill 
adopted by the senate will probably be con- 
sidered ai the meeting of the house committee 
tomorrow. Although the committee was au- 
thorized to report the matter hack to the house 
at any time Mr. Belmont does not believe that 
it will be ready to report before next week, 
and intimated that the bill might be amended 
hy the committee befure being presented to the 
house. 

The estimates for the payment of pensions 
under the Mexican pension bill were trans- 
mitted today to the Louse by the secretary of 
the treasury. Ina letter from the commis- 
sioner of pensions accompanying the secreta- 
ry’s communication, that officer says 
that the probable number of  sur- 
viving enlisted men of the classes described 
in the bill is 31,748, and the probable number 
of .widows 15,826. ‘The amount which 
will be required for making the first annual 
pay ment is $4,663,104, which the commissioner 
requests be made immediateiy available. He 
also says that to dispose of the work created by 
the bill before Jane 30th next will require an 
uggregate increase in the force of the pension 
bureau of 221 employes, and an addition to the 
pay roll of $257,000. 

The house bill reported by Senator Miller 
today to enlarge the powers ofthe department 
of agriculture and to create an executive depart- 
ment, to be known as the department of agri- 
culture and labor. 

In the ceerct session of the senate today the 
nomination of J. C. Matthews, of Albany, 
New York,evlored, recorder of deeds of this 
district, Was reached and discussed foran hour, 
a majority of the senators present giving their 
reasons for the vote they were about to cast. 
The nomination was rejected. The vote is un- 
derstood to have been seventeen to thirty-one. 
Of the minority three are republicans and a 
proportionate number of the majority are said 
to be democrats.

Steamships Unabieto Get Their Vessels Loaded—A 
General Strike Along the Piers—Troubie Antic- 
ipated—The Polite Reserves Called Oct— 

The Carpet Weavers Go to Work. 


New York, January 26.—The situation of 
the coal handlers’ strike in Jersey City and its 
outskirts is changed today only by the coal 
shippers extending their opinions and 
strengthening their defenses. The battlefield 
has been transferred to New York and Brooklyn. 
The longshoremen are considering the ques- 
tion of having a general strike along the docks 
and piers of the city. An order was issued 
yesterday to all coal shovelers to refuse to 
handle “scab coal.”’ The result is that today 
there is no coal being loaded in this city by 
upion men. The stoppage will effect all 
Steamship lines who are depen- 
dent on them for ordering 
supplies. The union of coal shovelers have as 
members all who unload canal coal or barges 
ofcea]. The longshoremen handle coal for 
steamship lines the same as other merchandise. 
The longshoremen will not handle coal for any 
steamship line taking freight from the Old 
Dominion line. Three ships of the Wilson line 
are tied up because the company accepted Old 
Dominion freight. Trouble is expected at the 
Cupaid pier. The Gallia arrived this morning. 
Men were to begin unloading at ore o'clock, 
when they were ordered not to begin work

“JERSES CTTY, N. J., January 26.—A party of 
Poles from Wilkesbarre, Pa., while on their 
way to Hoboken this morning to take the 
Bremen steamship Trave, were assaulted by a 
gang of coal strikersat the corner of Grove 
and Tenth strects. Three of the party were 
severely injured, and one of the men was so 
badly hurt that he may not recover. They 
were evidently taken by the strikers for

The Knights Gain a Victory Over the Home 
- Clnb. 

New York, January 26.—The strike at the 
Higgins carpet factory has ended. 2,500 em- 
ployes will tomorrow morning return to their 
work. The carpet workers are in National 
District No. 126 of the Knights of Labor. Their 
district master workman is John Morrison, 
who has been so relentlessly opposed by the 
home cinb for his exposures of schemes 
for gaining contro] of theorder. Several times 
they have tried te break his influence by un- 
der mining the strength of his district, which 
consists of all the carpet workers in the coun- 
try. Through the influence of the home club, 
Morrison was refused admittance tothe Rich- 
mond convention onatechnical point. Last 
summer a number of the ‘home club 
attempted to make trouble for Morri- 
son by asserting . that he had 
spoken in slighting terms of the work girls 
employed in the Higgins carpet factory. The 
three local assemblies, which comprise 2,500 
employes, held a mass meeting and denounced 


the author of the story. They pledged support 


to Morrison. Several months earlier, members 
of the home club, in District Assembly 49, 
started an organization known as “The Mutual 
Protective Carpet Workers’ union,” among 
Higgins’s employes, which was done to divide 
members of the carpet workers’ district and to 
weaken Morrison’s influence. The proprietors 
of the factury were led to believe that they 
had succeeded in their purpose. Several mem- 
bers of the carpet workers’ district were dis- 
charged and a_ reduction of ten per 
cent in wages announced to occur 
February Ist. Ata meeting Saturday night of 
the employes a strike was ordered. On Mon- 
day morning, 2,500 employes refased to go to 
work. They have been on strike since. The 
executive beard of the district has had several 
conferences with the proprietors, who adinitted 
that they had no idea that the organization 
was sostrong. They agreed to take back all 
hands, to discharge no more without cause; to 
cease all hostility to the order and to wiiAdraw 
the prepositien to reduce wages ten per cent. 

The senior member of the firm, E.S. Higgins, 
finally refused to agree to the last clanse, and 
a conference proved futile. Another confer- 
ence today resulted in a satisfaetory settlement 
of a'l points in dispute. The Knights of Labor 
will resume work tomorrow. The exact terms 
ofthe final settlement were refused. It is 
known, however, that a victory has been won 
by the knights over the home club men. 
Members of the Mutual Protective Carpet 
Makers’ association were ordered this afternoon 
to leave the factory. pending the later decision 
of their case. As they are Knights of Labor, 
by remaining at work, while their sister and 
brother members were on strike, they are lia- 
ble to expulsion from the order.

(in the Passage of the Ketaliatory Bill by 


the Senate. 

Toronto, Ont., January 26.—Referring to 
the Washington fisherics legislation, the 
“Globe.” of today says: 

The United tates senate, since it became a eau- 
cus of platocrats, has displayed little statesman- 
ship and its decadence In general esteem, will be 
furthered by its “retaliatory” fisheries bill. When 
no regular evidence was before them and with 
none in relatital of the statements of angry fisher- 
men, senators of the United States have 
Canada up for tria}, pronounced her guilty aud put 
ihe weapon for her punishment intothe president's 
hands. The use of that weapon will injure Amer- 
icam trade atleastasmuch as Canadian. It does 
not lessen the contempt duc the senatorial legis 
lators. Their game, in its diplomatic aspect, is the

Six boys 
broke open the shop and carried out a lot of 
groceries, and ate up and otherwise disposed 
ef a good dea! of the stuff. Officer Wagnor 
bas caught five of these, and has them in the 
bai racks. 

Out near the magazine there have been 
twenty geese stolen within the last few days. It 
ia theught that the pelice have at leasta prrt 
ef thai gang. Outat the old brewery a party 
bas quite a lot of fine chickens. A good many 
ef them have been stolen. 

On faturday night Mayor Price’s store was 
rebbed of a box of tobacco. Other cases occur 
évery night, and stillthe perpetrators are at 
Farge. When caught is hard to prove anything 
en them, when proven they are sent up for va- 
rieus terms and so soon as they get out they 
are at their old trade again.

In addition'to these outrag2s, emboldened by 
success, the villians have adopted the plan of 
hiding in some dark alley and assaulting passers 
by.

Blandford, J.—1. Where a firm who shipped 
salt over a railroad, to be delivered toa cun- 
necting road and thence carried to its destina- 
tion, brought an action for damages against the 
connecting road for refusing to :eceive the salt 
loaded on board the cars of the first railroad, and 
required trans-shipment thereof, there was no 
error in permitting the plaintiffs to testify 
that they had ‘sustained loss in their busiacss 
by being compelled to sell the salt on hand at 
greatly redaced prices by reason of the conduct 
of the defendant. Under 77719 (q), 719 (8) 
of the Code, upon a refasal to 
receive and _transport goods ‘brought 
over a connecting line, when such facilities are 
afforded to other connecting roads, or to the 
patrons of other roads or of its own road, 
damages are presumed up to ten per cent of 
the value of the property, and, in order to in- 
crease the recovery for damages and expenses 
from ten per cent tothe limit of twenty five 
per cent fixed by the statute, all the elements 
of real or actual damages which are admissible 
in other actions may be shown. 

. Where suit was brought against a railroad 
company, which operated another railroad un- 
der lease, for a refusal te receive goods and 
transport them over the line so operated by it, 
there was no necessity to make the lessor a party 
defendant to the action; and there was noerror 
in refusing to dismiss the case because service 
was bot perfected on the lessor company.

THE position that the senate takes on the 
Canadian fisheries question is being closely 
watched by the English authorities. The 
speech of Senator Ingalls, which was very 
bitter against the :nglish. government, and 
which advocated war unless Canadian ag- 
gressions on our tisheries were stopped, was 
cabled to England by the British minister at 
Washington. 


RAENew Jersey legislature has before it 
a bill, aimed at Pinkerton’s detectives, 
which provides ‘‘that no person belonging 
to the organization commonly known as 
Pinkerton men or Pinkerton patrol, shall 
exercise in this state any power as adeputy 
sheriff, policeman, constable or peace officer; 
that no person nota bona fide resident or 
voter in this state for over two years, shall 
exercise any power as deputy sheriff, police- 
man or peace oflicer in this state.” 


JUDGE PIKE, of Ohio, judge of a court of 
common pleas, declares the prohibition 


clause of the Dow Jaw unconstitutional, and | 


the village of ‘‘Waterville’’ has been en- 
joined from enforcing the law. The judge 
says that under the constitution of Ohio the 
legislature has no power to prohibit the sale 
of intoxicating liquors, and consequently 
cannot delegate such an authority to a town 
council. The judge also décides that the 
payment of a tax to carry on a lawful busi- 
mess creates a vested right.

Shifting Cominercial Centers. 

Commerce moyes_ the world. 
the greatest factors of civilization, and yet 
there is nothing more uncertain, nothing 
more fluctuating. 

In our own country we have had several 
notable examples. A contemporary reminds 
us that not very long ago Newport was the 
formidable competitor of New York; today it 
is only one of our many summer resorts. 
Charleston once swayed the commerce of the 
south Atlantic and the gulf. Once there 
were cities.on the gulf coast of Florida that 
ranked as commercial marts, but their 
names are almost forgotten. 

The futrre will ‘witness even greater 
changes. The signs of the times indicate a 
rapid and steady movement of population 
southward. Naturally this vast region can- 
not fill up without the building up of sev- 
eral large inland and seaboard cities. Where 
willthey be established? 

It will not do to count too much upon 
natural advantages. These may be over- 
come by brains, enterprise and capital, One 
thing, however, it worth considering. Men 
who bave studied the question predict that 
our great cities of the future will be inland 
because the domestic trade ofa nation is 
always greater than its foreign trade. Tak- 
ing this for granted, it is reasonable to 
assume that the centers of commerce and 
industry will be established at points where 
the climate is favorable, and where epidem- 
ics do not prevail. Of course these centers 
must have facilities for distribution. Hence 
the problem of railway transportation must 
necessarily continue to grow in importance. 

In the course of a very few years the fa- 
ture great city of the Piedmont or highland 
region of the south will begin to definitely 
shape itself, if, indeed, it has not already 
begun todoso. Verhaps it would not bea 
diflicult matter, at the present moment, to 
point out onthe map our coming metrop- 
olis. 


Revenue Reform. 

The tollowers of Mr. Morrison have been 
urging tliat some action in the direction otf 
reducing the surplus is absolutely necessary 
to the suecess of the democratic party in the 
next general election. They have insisted 
that some sort of record should be made by 
the party on this issue. The organs that 
stand for modified free-trade and the whisky 
ripg have insisted not only that the Morri-’ 
son scheme of tarifi reform was the correct 
thing, but that it was a test of democracy. 
Consequently no epithet has been too foul to 
apply to Mr. Randall and other democrats 
who do not believe that Mr. Morrison’s 
whims and tantrums ought to be tormulated 
into law. The Conrier-Journal has since 
admitted that the Morrison bill is.not what 
it ought to have been—that it was put tor- 
ward as a mere makeshift, indeed. nd yet 
our esteemed contemporary has not hesitated 
to deglare that this makeshift bill is a test of 
democracy. - 

There are democrats who agree with the 
Courier-Journal, no doubt—who ure so con- 
firmed in their opinions that they will listen 
to no suggestions of compromise, and will 
vote for no bill that Mr. Morrison retuses to 
indorse. Meanwhile, the surplus is increas- 
ing, andthe country appears to be . as far 
away from revenue reform as ever. Why 
should democratic revenue reformers permit 
thémselves to be swayed by the impractic- 
able whims and notions of the free-traders ? 

Recently. when the New York Star, which 
has heretofore been a very ardent follower of 
Mr. Morzison, insisted that something should 
be done to reduce the surplus, and urged the 
democratic leaders to agree on some com- 
promise measure which would commend it- 
self to the common sense of the country, the 
editor was promptly attacked by Mr. Morri- 
son, who wrote him an arrogant and an in- 
tolerant letter. expressing surprise that he 
should turn out to be a traitor. The editor 
of the Star replied to Mr. Morrison’s letter 
with some degree-of independence, but it 
was plain that he was somewhat stunned by 
the suddenness of the attack, and the proba- 
bility is that he doesn’t know to this day 
whether he’s agenuine ‘‘traitor’’ to Morri- 
son or not. 

But the editor of the Star was right. There 
should be a compromise. Democratic har- 
mony is as important to the best interests of 
the country as revenue reform. Fortunately, 
for all concerned, Mr. Randall has framed a 
compromise bill, and will make an effort to 
pass it. This bill reduces the revenne as 
follows: Tobacco tax, $28,000,000; freé list 
of tariff, $4,000,000; reductions of tariff, $3, - 
000,000; fruit brandy, $1,500,000; removal 
ofspecial liquor licenses, malt and spiritu- 
ous, $4,700,000; aleohol in arts, $4,000,000; 
total about $52,000,000. It is stated that 
there is a big whisky lobby in Washington 
to defeat the fruit brandy reduction. The 
whisky lobby, however, is always on hand, 
and it will continue to be on hand until the 
internal revenue system is totally abolished. 


Another ‘Brandy and Water Speech. 

Bismarck bas made a second speach, this 
time before the Prussian chamber of depu- 
tie:, in which he exceeded in violence his 
recent effort in the reichstag. 

The cablegrams speak of the. chancellor’s 
addiess and the accompanying debate as the 
most stormy and riotous on record. The 
subject was the army bill, and Bismarck de- 
nounced its opponents as Herods, Pilates 
and enemies of the empire. As he proceeded 
he worked himself intoa fury and filled the 
hall with bursts ofsound. One significant 
thing came came out when he thundered: 
“Executive power rests with monarchs 
alone!’’ 

The leaders of the opposition listened to 
the bitter and wild talk of the speaker in 
stupified amazement. {Finally one -of th 
deputies shouted: ‘‘The chancellor is so 
identified with the empire that he confounds 
the empire with himself, but the anly dah- 
ger to the crown is the chancellor!’’ 

It will be recollected that Bismarck 
primed himself with nine glasses of brandy 
and water for his rei speech. . 
tone of his talk to the deputies wonld 
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cate that he was even moré strongly braced 
up,Muan usual, but the fact cannot be de- 
wed that his words do not lack power to 
beck them up. The emperor can dissolve 
the teichstag whenever he pleases, but the 
reichstag cannot dissolve the emperor. — So, 
while the game may be tedious, the chan- 
cellor and his imperial master stand an ex- 
ceHent chance to win.

Rich Men for Law Makers. 

EpiTors CONSTITUTION: In your number 
of January 14, there is an editorial 
headed: “Isit a Decline or an Advance?” in which 
the writer advances views that are, unfortunately, 
not confined to him. It was wrong to let such views 
pases unchallenged when they appear in a paper of 
the circulation and influence that yours enjoys. 

I quote a few extracts from the article: 

‘Tbe Albany Argus laments the decadence of the 
senate. Such senatorsas Clay, Calhoun, Webster, 
etc., are no longer to be found inoaur upper house.” 
“Now we fill the senate with millionaires and rail- 
road attorneys intent only upon guarding corporate 
interests,” 

The writer in THE CONSTITUTION Calls this a 
gloomy view of the situation and goes on to Say: 

‘We live in a different age and our legislation is 
in the main devoted to matters of business. It is 
not strange that this should have the effect of 
drawing business men into politics, and it is not 
strange that what is called a man’s ‘money sense’ 
should be made the test of his business ability.” 

This justification of the presence of business men 
in politics is sophistical and fallacious, and even 
suggests the very danger that the Argus points out, 
hamely: that it may be that business 
men zo into politics because’ they 
ure interested. The reasoning in 
a nntshell, is about this: 

The times require legislation on business matters. 

The public seek men most fit to legislate on these 
subjects. 

Business success is a fair test of business ability. 

Therefore the public choose rich men to make 
their laws, 

This, he thinks, is just as it should be. I will 
endeavor to bring so much of the publi? as reads 
this, to a different conclusion. Let us look-at each 
of the above propositions, one atatime. — 

1. The times require legislation on business mat- 
ters. Wasthereevera time when legislation did 
not intimately concern matters of business? Then 
the experience of the past is worth a great deal in 
determining who are the best law makers. 

Fnasted laws are declarations of rights and of 
the modes sanctioned by the government of en- 
forcing them. Business men are no more concern- 
ed in having their rights than the rest of humani- 
ty. The farmers and the laboring classes have 
rights to be looked after, andis it safe to entrust 
these to the moneyed class, who often haye power- 
ful temptations to disregard them? If business 
men were bent on having superior privileges, that 
fact might be given inexplauation of their seeking 
political influence, but it would bea good reason 
why the people shonld not give it to them. 

2.°Ihe public seek men most fit to legisiate 
on these subiects. Are business men most 
capable to make laws on business matters? 
In truth, they are. on _ these subjects 
the least capable. No man understands his own 
rights as well as another who is disinterested and 
ot.equal intelligence. Our law wisely forbids any 
judge, though a perfect pianoforte (grand square 
and upright,) from sitting in a case which may bo 
(according as itis turned out,) costly or economi 
cal. The same common sense declares that it were 
betier, if possible, to have disinterested legislators, 
Now it will frequently happen that business men 
of large interests, if elected to a legislative body, 
will be called upon to make laws on what inti- 
mately concerns their own dollars and cents. And 
eyerybody knows: 

“When self the wavering balance shakes 
‘Tis rarely right adjusted.”’ 

Even if untvarrented,in such cases,there isin the 
public mind a suspicion of bias, which is an item 
of itself. The conclusion is irresistible that. on 
business matters, business menare the worst law- 
makers that could be chosen. 

Your writer further says: “These men may lack 
the culture of professional statesmen, but they do 
good work on their committees and yote on the 
rigfit side.”” Now. your writer, andevery man of 
reasonable intelligence, in matters of business 
would rather trustan experienced business man. 
On the same principle law-making should rather 
be entrusted to those who haye made it the special 
study of their lives, provided they 
are honest and not too much 
used up by abstractions, The comprehensive 
understanding of law is no easy acquirement, aud 
does not come by intuition to the successful busi- 
ness Man apy more than to any one else. 

5. Business success isa fair test of business abil- 
ity. It may be, but what has that to do with legis- 
lative ability? A successful man of business is not 
and does not claim to be omniscient. Business 
ability does not even argue, much less prove law- 
making abitity. 

4. It does not follow that the public choose rich 
men because their legislative ability is proven (or 
even intimated) by their bnsiness success, unless 
the pubiic is guilty of the same fallacy as your 
writer. He, unconsciously perhaps, substitutes the 
single word “ability” for the expression ‘‘business 
abtlity,’ and thus arrives at his remarkable con- 
ejusion, He eyades the grounds of the Arzus’s 
lamcnt. That paper seems to think there is dan- 
ger (‘sometimes realized) that business men will 
import their commerctai methods into politics,and 
try to make a success of legislation from a busi- 
ness standpoint. 

Your writer says in effect, though [perhaps he 
Viid not mean to, that, had we in our midst today 
a Clay,a Calboun or a Webster, he shonld <step 
aside and fake way for the money king, who need 
heve no other recommendation than bis comfort- 
able bank account. 

Youg weiter furthe™ says that in this business 
age people cannot underatand hew a man of 
tremendous abilities can remain poor. But wheth- 
erhe or the seople understand it or not, such 
nevertheless is oftenthe case,and is easily ex- 
plained in the fact that many men are great 
enough to have higher ambitions than the self- 
gratification ofamassing a fortune. Give them a 
bare subsistence and they haye as little use for 
Money as your writer has for a man without mon- 
ey. Sotrueis this that ‘‘our succeseful literary 
men” would resent as au insult the imputation 
that they “adopt commercial methods.” Can it be 
that your writer. under cover of praising the times. 
has said of them the hardest thing possihte’ 

If anything! have said seems to reflect in the 
slightest ¢egree on business menor their honorable 
pursuits, l emphatically disclaim any such inten- 
tien. Their methods aud successes in the main are 
most praiseworthy... lt is no mean compliment to 
he called a “business-lixe’ man. I merely protest 
against the position of omniscience to which your 
writer would elevate them.

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THE SITE SELECTED. 


THE .PETERS PARK PROPERTY 
UNANIMOUSLY CHOSEN. 


Cclonel Porter Arrives and the Commission no Longer 
Wai's- Valuable Improvemente to be Made in 
the Vieinity of the School—Advantages 
Considered by the Commissioners. 


Pending the arrival of Colonel Porter yester- 
day, the Technological School commission, in 
accordance with the programme mapped out 
the day befvre, took no action toward the se- 
lection of a site. 

Mr. Porter waskept at home by illness in 
his family and by an accident to The machinery 
in his mill, 

The commissioners already assem)!ed hesi- 
tated to make the important decision withont 
having their judgment reinforced by a fuller 
vote. They, therefore, telegraphed Commis- 
sioner Porter, Chairman. Harris being “0 in 
Macon, and insisted upon his coming. 

At one o'clock he arrived from Covington 
and with four of the five members present the 
commission went to work. 

Mr. Porter had been in Atlantaa great deal 
lately and was perfectly familiar with tae 
sites under consideration, having visited the 
Boulevard site with Colonel Inman, the Grant 
park site with Colonel Grant, and examined 
them all critically with an eye to their fitness 
for the schoo] purposes. The communications 
erent in to the commission from the friends of 
the respective sites were read to him and full 
information furnished him concerning the ad- 
vantages urged in their favor and the relative 
disadvantages which they were claimed to lIa- 
bor under. 

\ UNANIMOUS VOTE, 

After he had digested these details, the com- 
mission entered into a discussion of the ques- 
tion of location, and finallySby a unaaimous 
vote agreed upon the Peters park site. 

The resolution choosing this location contain- 
ed another clause by which the executive com 
mittee, consisting of Messrs Inman, Porter and 
Heard, were instructed to examine the lot, de- 
cide upen the amount of land necessary, the 
extent of its frontage on North avenue, and 
its depth and shape; and arrange other neces- 
sary details connected with the ground, 

Four acres of the property have been donated 
to the enterprise, by Mr. Richard Peters, with 
the further understanding thatall the addi- 
tioval land required, shou'd be furnished by 
hint attwo thousand dollars peracre. It is 
estimated that about four five acres more, 
or from eight to nine in all, will be required to 
accommodate the school. 

There is now nothing to delay the swift con- 
struction of the buildings, the placing of the 
wachinery and other equipments and the early 
opening of the institute.

the reception of students by January next. K 
is at least safe to say that everything will be 
in working order by the following September 
at Jatest. 

The fund consists of the state’s appropriation 
of 36° ,000, the city’s of £50,000 and the $20,009 
donated by citizens; making a tcta fof $145,000, 
in addition to an annuity of $25,900 with which 
the scheol has been endowed by the city, and 
which it is to enjoy for a term of twenty years. 

Of this fund it is understood thats30,000 will 
be expended in buildings and the remaining 
$55,000 in grounds, machinery, equipments, 
apparatus and maintenance. 

As soon as the eommittee appointed for the 


purpose have marked off the exact 
ground to be occupied by the 
institnte, the commission will have 


the deed to the property examined by the at- 
torney-general and upon his return of a favor- 
able report they wil! consummate the purchase, 
The next business before the commission will 
probably be the election of en architect who 
will perfect the plans for the building under 
the approval of the commission. Advertising 
for. bids will then be in order and finally the 
laying of the foundations and the erection of 
the main building, the wood and iron work- 
shops and forge and the chemical laboratory. 
The school will likely be contained in 
three buildings. 

The advertisements for bids will probably 
appear as early as the middle of March, and by 
the middle of April or the first of May 
the building may be expected to begin. Tae 
houses: will be built of brick and stone. 

The commission will give very close atten- 
tion to the selection of first-class machinery 
and equipments for the school, and their most 
anxious desire will be to fill the chairs of the 
institute with the best talent and learning of 
the land. Itisnot known how many profess- 
ors will be required, but there are said to have 
been quite a number of applications made for 
positions as instructors in the fatare es:ablish- 
ment already. 

tHE NEIGHBORHOOD. | 

The ground selected today by the commission 
has about 500 feet frontage on North avenue, 
and runs back along Cherry street for prdba- 
biv 760 feet. There it abuts on a street 
yet to be opened, but for the opening of 
which satisfactory assurances have been given.

THE CAPITOL COMMISSION 


Meets and Inspects the Work—The Cost to 
Date. 

The capitol commissioners met yesterday 
morning at 9 o'clock at the capitol grounds, 

General E. P. AJexander was the only mem- 
ber of the commission not present. 

Two hours and a half were consumed in an 
elaborate inspection of the building, materials, 
walls and work, im company with the superin- 
tendent and the supervising architect. 

The commission then adjourned to the gov- 
ernor’s office, where they had their regular 
monthly meeting. 

After the minutes of the last meeting had 
been read and approved, Supervising Architect 
Edbrooke submitted bis monthly estimates. 
Mr. Edbrooke’s report showed that the amount 
due the contractors was $10,518.98, 

The commission approved the estimates and 
ordered the amount due the contractors 
to he paid. They next considered the advisa- 
bility of altering the character and materials 
of the parapet walls. 

The design has been to build these walls at 
the top of the house of brick with finishing of 
galvanized iron; but it was feared that the 
iron would be constantly expanding and con- 
tracting under the action of the weather, 
thereby renderingnecessary frequent and ex- 
pensive applications of fresh paint. 

After some discussion, the architect was in- 
structed to prepare plans for the construction 
of the parapet in cut stone and submit them to 
the contractors in time for them to be able to 
lay before the board at its next monthly meet- 
ingan estimate of the cost of the proposed 
chenge. 

The commission passed a resolution approving 
of the action of the superintendent in reject- 
ing certain patched stone materials not cut in 
acecrcance with the requirements of the spec- 
ifcations, and instructing the secretary to no- 
tify the contractors to that effect. The com- 
niission then adjourned till Friday, the 21{th 
of February. 

‘rom the showing made yesterday by the 
erchitect’s report it appears that up to date 
1inety thousand cubic teat of oolitic lime stone 
have been used, being about 425 car Joads. 

The brick work has consumed seven million 


nine hundred thousand bricks, or 1,320 car 
loads. 
Seven hundred and forty-eight thousand 


*. 


pounds of wrought iron floor beams; 
130,000 pounds wrought iron girders and nearly 
660,000 pounds of cast iron columns have been 
putinte the building. In all, the work has 
eaten up 1,572,000 pounds of iron. 

The cost of the entire business to date has 
beem $422,712.48, of which ten per cent re- 
mains in the state treasury as a guarantec, and 
will not be paid out to the contractors until 
the completion of the work. Of the above 
amount, *395,000 represents the amount ex- 
pended in work and materials already used. 
The remaining 2,000 is for the great Inasses of 
accepted materials lying upon the grounds and 
waiting to be worked up into the building.

ESCAPE FROM THE PENITENTIARY 
IAND ARE CAPTURED AGAIN. 


Henry Foleom and Lewis Searcy Sent to the Missis< 
sipp: Penitenstiery for Life—They Make an Es- 
cape and Come to Atlanta Where They 
Are Arrested—To be Taken Back. 


Two desperate negroes, who escaped from the 
Mississippi penitentiary, where they were serv- 
ing life-time sentences; are. now occupying sep- 
arate cells in the city prison ,awaiting the ar- 
rival oflegal papers. 

The men were Henry Folsom and Lewis 
Searcy. 

The two negroes were arrested early yester- 
day morning by Captain Moon and Detective 
Bedford, about six miles west of the city. 
They have both been-liying in Fulton county 
for six or seven weeks, and would in all proba- 
bility never haves been detected, but for an 
accident. 

Two or three years ago the body of a negro 
bog was found ina grove near Jackson, Miss. 
The boy’s throat was cut from ear to ear, and 
a bloody knife was found near by. The mur- 
der, for such it evidently was, created an in- 
tense excitement among the negroes, and 
strenuous efforts were made to ascertain by 
whom the murder wasdone, Foremost among 
those who were trying to hunt the murderer 
down was Henry Folsom, a we known negro, 
Folsom pushed the search in such @ manner 
that suspicion finally fell upon him, and he 
was arrested. Immediately after the negro’s 
arrest, evidence against him began to accumu- 
late, and when he was arraigned for trial a 
conviction was the result. The evidence was 
nearly all circumstantial, and instead of being 
hung Folsom was sent to the penitentiary for 
life. 

Soon after Folsom was placed in the gang 
Lewis Searcy was added to it. Searcy was sent 
up for a life-time, too. Some time previous to 
the date of his appearance in the penitentiary, 
he shot his wife through the head, 
causing instant death, because she 
was walking with another negro. 
The evidence against him was direct 
and be was sentenced to hang, but the ,gover- 
nor of the state, in compliance with petitions, 
commuted his sentenceto life imprisonment. 

The two murderers found themselves in the 

same squad in the pepitentiary, and soon be- 
came fast friends. Neither one was satisfied 
with his berth, and both decided to eseape. 
They were heavily ironed, but with a file 
which they secured in some way unknown 
they released themselves of the irons, and just 
before Christmas made their escape. A few 


days after their escape they came to Atlanta. 


and securing work from Mr. Trimble, six mjles 
from Atlanta, went out to his place. 

Some days after the two negroes escaped an of- 
licer found on the streets an envelope on which 
was writtenthe name of Folsom’s wife. The 
letter was postmarked Atlanta and formed the 
clew which resulted in the arrest of the men. 
Thinking thatthe envelope had contained a 
letter ffom Folsom the officer who picked it up 
began work, and in a short time became satis- 
fied that the two escapes were in Atlanta. He 
at once opened a correspondence with Chief 
Connolly, sending in the first 
letter a description of the 
two men and an offer ofa reward of 359 for 
the capture of each. The-chief placed the 
matter in the hands of Captain Moon and De- 
tective Bedford, who finally succeeded in lo- 
eating the mcn, with the assistance of the 
chief. After the men  hitd been - located 
the Mississippi officer was notified and 
day before yesterday he reached the city. 
That night about midnight Captain Moon, De- 
tective Bedford and the Mississippi oflicer 
started for Mr. Trimble’s residence, 
day light arrested beth negroes 
were in bed asleep. 

The officers knew thatithey had two desperate 
character to deal with and late 
Tuesday evening communicated with 
Mr. Trimble, who agreed to give them all the 
aid in his power. That night he informed an- 
other negro, who slept in the same building, 
that he would call him about three o’clock in 
the morning, to start some work. The darky 
did not suspect the part he was playing in 
the arrest of his friends, and when a knock 
sounded upon his door he sprang up and opened 
it, letting the officersin. The two murderers 
were still asleep when the eflicers grabbed 
them. They wanted to fight, but were so com- 
pletely overpowered that they could not resist 
successfully. Captain Moon reached the city 
early in the morning with his prisoners. 
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Matched and Mated. 

Tuesday afternoon Miss Stella Bostick was 
married to Mr. E. H. Leidy.

After the festivities, 
which were kept up several hours, the bride 
and greom left Atlanta for New York city. 
They will make an extended bridal tour, after 
which they wil! settle in Memphis.
